the Philippines was finally perfected 
bv the Republican members of the iit- 
sular committee. 
The bill is un'Uce 


that of the senate in that tt provides 
a complete form of civil government 
for the islands, to go into effect when 
the war terminates, the provisions b«- 


j ing as follows: "The president shall 
1 authorize the Philippine commission 


to call a general election for the 
choice of delegates to a popular as- 
sembly of the people of the" Philippine 
Islands, to be known as the Philippine 
assembly." rt is further provided that 
all the legislative power shall tJrMH. 
be -f-sted in two houses—the Phiftp- 
pine commission and the Philippines*- 
seaaoly. Provision is made for taking 
the census within 30 days after the 
promulgation of peace. For the pur- 
chase of the friar lands tte bill makes 
provision for the issuance of insular 
bonds at 5 per cent interest, payable 
in go!d. the total amount not being 
specified.
